New England Army as

Army. 
The birth of the arm y one 
year 
before 
the 
American 
colonies declared independence 
was the result of an application 
in May from a Massachusetts 


emissary asking the congress to 
take 
over 
“regulation 
and 
general direction of the arm y ” 
beseiging the British at Boston. 


Not only did Congress agree 
to the application, it at the 
same tim e voted to raise IO 
infantry companies in Pennsyl­ 
vania, Maryland and Virginia 
and on June 15 appointed 43- 
year-old 
Virginia 
delegate 
George 
Washington 
to 
be 
com m ander-in-chief 
of 
the 


“Continental” or “ American” 
army. 
Congress ordered that each 
new 
company 
“as

completed, shall march 
and 
join the Army near Boston, to

that 
Army.” The new arm y was 
made 
up of citizen-soldiers, 
counterparts of today’s Army 
Reservists and National Guard­ 
smen.

SYRACUSE, Ind.

High School will be closed effective immediately, the 
Catholic order which operates the school said Friday.

University in 1902. At that tim e, 
students were able to take basic 
co u rses in 
Bloom ington 
to 
prepare for admission to a 
num ber of available medical 
schools. 
Prevailing opinion believed 
lawyers and doctors should not 
be trained at the expense of 
taxpayers, and such training 
was available only by studying 
with existing practitioners of 
the professions. T here w as 
insufficient support for even one 
medical school, which Indiana 
University had between 1870 
and 1873, predating the entry of 
Purdue into the field by some 
two years. 
Dr. Burton D. Myers was 
imported from John Hopkins 
medical center in 1903 to head a 
departm ent of medicine. He was

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
most serious problem facing 
the nation’s electric utilities is 
the shortage of 
money 
for 
expansion and not a scarcity of 
raw 
m aterials,

Edison 
Electric Institute says. 
“ It appears likely that United 
States economic growth over 
the next

years 
will 
be 
constrained more by shortages 
of capital than by shortages of 
energy or raw m aterials,” an 
EEI study said. 
The institute, which repre­ 
sents investor-owned utilities, 
said utilities will need to raise 
$7$0 billion over the next 25 
y«ars to keep up with power 
dem ands 
under 
m o d erate 
growth conditions. 
“Unless steps are taken to 
increase the present level of 
internally generated funds — 
those from retained earnings, 
depreciation, or tax deferrals — 
nearly 
two-thirds 
of

revision of state and federal 
rate-fixing regulations to per­ 
m it electric utilities a return of 
15 per cent or m ore on common

m ajor 
discrepancy 
between realized and required 
earnings is the 
reason that 
some utility com panies today 
are in extrem e fiancial difficul­ 
ty and unable to raise the

study said. 
The report also recommen­ 
ded: 
—Allowing higher rates to go 
into effect without suspension 
“but possibly subject to refund 
within three to six months when 
so ordered by the regulatory 
commission upon completion of 
hearings.”

autom atic adjustm ent clauses 
—the “pass-through provisions 
—beyond fuel. 
—Speeding up rate hearings 
“ by eliminating duplication of 
basic 
statistical

examined adequately at earlier 
hearings and substituting sim ­ 
ple update inform ation instead 
—Increasing and expanding 
tax breaks, including a more 
generous investm ent tax credit, 
normalizing tax deferrals, and 
increasing alowable book de­ 
preciation rates by decreasing 
the estim ated useful lives for 
m ost property. 
EEI said its report was based 
on an 18-month study under the 
direction of senior executives 
from m em ber 
utilities.

had the effect of prejudicing the 
issue. 
Most important, HEW is wrong. 
The points raised by HEW of­ 
ficials have no significant bearing 
on the merits of the issue, which 
relates to implementation of a pro­ 
gram for screening, diagnosis and 
treatment for welfare recipients in 
the aid-to-families-with-dependent- 
children category. 
Our program follows directly the 
intent of the Congressional legisla­ 
tion which set up the program as 
part of Medicaid. However, there 
are a couple of HEW regional of­ 
ficials who apparently don’t like 
the law and want to require the 
state to run the program “ their 
way” , instead. 
It’s also obvious, in reading the 
letter we finally received from 
HEW, that its officials in Washing­ 
ton don’t know enough about In­ 
diana’s program to pass judgement 
on it. 
The action casts an uncalled-for 
insult to a program that is effec­ 
tively meeting the needs of our citi­ 
zens. 
HEW hasn’t heard the last of this. 


■ 
We still are quite upset about 
that arbitrary decision by Secretary 
Weinberger of the federal Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare to penalize the state $145,000 
for alleged non-compliance with 
federal regulations covering a part 
of our Medicaid program. 
For openers, the department 
lacked the common courtesy to ad­ 
vise the state of its action. Instead, 
it called a news conference for a 
bit of grandstanding and we 
learned of the decision only 
through a telephone call that told 
us that there was a news confer­ 
ence announcing the penalty. No 
details were provided. 
The idea of assessing this type 
of penalty without notification and 
without gibing the state the oppor­ 
tunity for a hearing runs counter to 
established administrative proce­ 
dures. It was highly questionable 
procedure at best. It exemplifies 
the arrogance of some federal de­ 
partments. It may be invalid. 
At the present time, there is a 
lawsuit pending in court relating to 
operations of the program. The ac­ 
tion, coming as it did, probably has

squaws and a child were killed.” 
He brought back 34 captive 
Indians, among them the sons 
and sisters of the main chief of 
the Ouiatenon nation. He had 
lost two men, had one wounded 
and managed to release one 
white captive. 
These 
expeditions 
did 
not 
have the desire effect of sub­ 
duing the Indian nations. They 
only 
served 
to 
further 
exasperate the already angry 
warriors. 
When 
General 
St. 
Clair finally set out on his own 
expedition in November, he was 
surprised 
by 
determ ined 
Indians bent on sweet revenge. 
He went down to inglorious 
defeat with over half of his force 
of 1,500 men killed or wounded 
in a battle near present day Fort 
Recovery. It was nearly three 
years la te r before G eneral 
Anthony 
Wayne managed to 
defeat the Kimans at Fallen 
Timbers on August 20, 1794. This 
brought an end to the long and 
bloody war, opened Indiana to 
settlement by the whites, and 
bought 
a 
peace 
that 
lasted 
unbroken but for small raids 
until the battle of Tippecanoe 
sixteen years later.

Tell him that we follow up and re­ 
evaluate all employees we place with 
your company. 
And tell him to write to your 
state's Director of Vocational Rehabil­ 
itation at his office in your state capital. 


Look around your company and 
notice who your fellow-workers are. 
Chances are, not one of them is 
handicapped. And this is unfortunate, 
because handicapped people have very 
specific skills and capabilities. 
Right now, thousands of them are 
out of work. And the Department of 
Vocational Rehabilitation in your 
state is determined to do something 
about it. 
Once the Department evaluates a 
person’s disabilities and helps him de­ 
velop new skills, its most difficult task 
is still ahead: To find him a job. 


After the revolution ended the 
Indians were quiet for a time, 
carrying on nothing more than 
small sporadic raids against the 
white settlements. But as the 
wave of settlers pushed west­ 
ward, the Indians grew upset 
over 
the 
increasing 
en­ 
croachment of farmers on their 
hunting rounds. Raids became 
more frequent and vicious. The 
frontier extended for over 400 
miles 
and 
was 
guarded 
by 
a mere handful of men. The 
settlers sent petition 
after 
petition to Washington for aid. 
Finally 
in 
March 
of 
1791 
Congress empowered President 
Washington to send the m ilitia 
against the savages to restore 
peace and quiet. It had become 
more than apparent that the 
growing but small settlements 
could not thrive with hostile 
Indians constantly threatening 
their back doors. Washington 
was convinced that the best 
course of action was a campaign 
against the Wabash Indians, or 
as it was sometimes called, the 
Miam i Confederation. This was 
composed of Miamis, 
Weas, 
Kickapoos and Piankishaws. 
Secretary of War Henry Knox 
placed 
the 
planning 
of 
this 
campaign under the direction of 
General 
St. 
Clair. 
He 
also 
created a local board of w ar for 
Kentucky and named Charles 
Scott, H arry Inn^», John Brown, 
Benjam in Logan and Isaac 
Shelby as its members. They 
were empowered to “ provide 
for 
the defense of 
the 
set­ 
tlements and the prosecution of 
w a r.” 
The 
Kentucky 
men 
planned to send two detach­ 
ments against the Indians at 
once. The first group would be 
headed 
by 
Brigadier-General 
Charles Scott, the second by 
General Jam es Wilkerson. 
On the twenty-third of M ay in 
that 
sam e 
year, 
the 
two 
Generals set out with a force of 
about 800 mounted volunteers. 
They crossed the Ohio at the 
mouth of the Kentucky River, 
landing in Indiana at the site of 
the present day village of Lam b. 
They 
tried 
to travel 
in 
as 
straight a line as possible to 
Ouiatanon, 
which 
was 
near 
present day Lafayette. To do 
this 
they 
must cross 
both 
branches of White River and 
many other streams, 
all 
of 
which were swollen by spring 
rains and difficult to ford. Rain 
continued to fall in torrents and 
both 
men 
and 
horses 
were 
exhausted. Their provisions 
were ruined by the constantly 
falling water and it was with the 
greatest of difficulty that they 
managed to keep their 
am ­ 
munition dry. 
On June I they came across 
the first of two small villages of 
Weas. Their main village was 
still about four miles distant 
General Scott sent Colonel John 
Hardin with sixty mounted men 
to attack these while the rest of 
the force traveled toward the 
main town with as much speed 
as possible. Scott had sighted an 
Indian messenger hastening 
there to warn the Indians of 
their coming 
Follow in g 
hard 
on 
the 
messenger’s heels, they found 
the town in a state of great 


confusion. Five canoe loads of 
warriors were already in the 
river attempting to cross to the 
other 
side 
and 
warn 
other 
villages. All the men in these 
canoes were immediately killed 
with 
‘‘well directed 
fire .” 
U nfortunately 
Scott 
was 
unable to capture the canoes, 
for the river was high and swift. 
It was impossible to cross at this 
point. 
Although 
detachments 
sent to the north and south did 
manage to cross, it was too 


late. The Indians had heard the 
gunfire and fled. 
M ean w h ile Colonel H ardin 
had destroyed the first two 
villa g e s, capturing fifty-two 
women and children and killing 
six warriors. The large village 
of 
Kethtippecanuk 
(T ip ­ 
pecanoe) 
was 
still 
eighteen 
miles ahead. Most of the horses 
were too exhausted to travel 
furth er. Scott sent G eneral 
Wilkerson and the men whose 
mounts were still able to travel 
on to attack that village. They 
returned in twelve hours to 
report 
the 
success 
of 
their 
mission. 
Wilkerson reported that he 
had completely destroyed the 
town which consisted ofaboutlOO 
house, 
80 
of 
which 
were 
shingled, 
the 
best 
ones 
belonging to the French half- 
breed traders Jean Cannehouse, 
Jacque Dumay, Jean Coustan 
and Jacques Godfroy. The goods 
of these traders was destroyed 
along with a large quantity of 
corn, household goods, peltry 
and 
books, 
letters 
and 
documents that proved the town 
“ was evidently in close con­ 
nection with and dependent on 
Detroit ” They also destroyed a 
tavern that was reported to 
have a well stocked cellar, a bar 
and both public and private 
rooms. Wilkerson also brought 
with him several prisoners and 
reported the killing of more 
braves. 
Though Scott would have liked 
to press on against other towns, 
his 
supplies 
w ere 
running 
dangerously low and his men 
and horses were in no condition 
to 
do 
so. 
R eluctantly 
he 
returned to the Ohio, reaching 
the Falls near Louisville on the 
fourteenth day of June. Here he 
turned over forty-one prisoners 
to Captain Joseph Ashton at 
Fort 
Steuben 
It was hoped 
these captives could 
be ex­ 
changed 
for 
white 
captives. 
Scott had released about sixteen 
other prisoners who were too old 
and infirm to make the journey, 
having instructed them to go 
back to their people and urge 
that they make peace with the 
whites. He reported the killing 
of “ 32 warriors of size and 
figure” 
without 
the 
loss 
or 
capture of a single man and w ith 
only five men receiving wounds 
In 
August 
of 
that 
year, 
Wilkerson returned to the same 
villages after being officially 
cautioned not 
to 
“ scalp the 
dead.” He again destroyed the 
rebuilt towns and the replanted 
corn crops. He estimated the 
crop at “ 430 acres just coming 
into m ilk.” He reported the 
killing of six persons, 
un­
